LBJ Going to Hawaii Next Week 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


White House said today Presi- 
dent Johnson will meet Wednes- 
day in Honolulu with President 
Chung Hee Park of South Ko- 
rea. 


The announcement said John- 


son would leave for Hawaii 
from his Texas ranch where he 
will spend the Easter weekend. 


Press secretary George Chris- 


tian said Johnson probably will 
fly to Honolulu Monday and con- 
fer there Tuesday with Adm. U. 
S. Grant Sharp, retiring U. S. 


Pacific commander, and other 
military people. 


The meeting with Park had 


been planned for last weekend, 
when Johnson was scheduled to 
fly to Honolulu to meet also with 
his advisers from Vietnam. 


But that trip was canceled aft-

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Red Assault Gets Within Feet 
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SAIGON (AP) --U.S. foot sol- 


diers, artillery and dive bomb- 
ers repulsed 400 North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong troops 
who stormed an American bi- 
vouac today and drove to within 
a few feet of the GIs' foxholes. 


After five hours of close-quar- 


ter fighting in War Zone E '49 
miles northwest of Saigon, Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong fled, 
leaving 128 of their dead and 
more than 50 weapons on the 
battlefield. 


All of the enemy bodies were 


found inside or on the fringes of 
the American perimeter. AP 
Photographer Al Chang report- 
ed from the battlefield that 
more1 bodies were probably far- 
ther out, victims of the massive 
air and artillery strikes. 


Sixteen • U.S. troops were 


killed and '47 wounded. 


Close Range 


Chang said the fighting was at 


such close range that at one 
point the 25th Division infantry- 
men fixed their bayonets as 
their ammunition ran low. They 
didn't have to use them.

MOSCOW (AP) - Tass re- 


ported from Hanoi today that 
the North Vietnamese officials 
consider Washington's rejection 
of Warsaw as the site for pre- 
liminary peace talks to be "le- 
gally untenable." 


The Soviet news agency's dis^ 


patch said Hanoi official circles 
took this position because "the 
United States has expressed re- 
peatedly its willingness to meet 
a representative of the Demo- 
cratic Republic of Vietnam any 
place and any time." 


Tass had reported the same 


reaction Thursday to Washing- 
ton's refusal to meet in Phnom 
Penh, the Cambodian capital, 
which the North Vietnamese 
first suggested. 


The dispatch said North Viet- 


namese officials consider Wash- 
ington's rejection of Warsaw un- 
tenable for these reasons also:

White House press secretary 


George Christian said today dip- 
lomatic exchanges with Hanoi 
obviously were continuing. But 
he declined to get into specifics. 


He said: "When the President 


spoke on March 31, as a site for 
talks he suggested 'Geneva or 
any other suitable place.' The 
subsequent reply from Hanoi 
suggested 'Phnom Penh or an- 
other place to be mutually 
agreed upon'. That is the status 
and I doubt I will have anything 
further to say about it as con- 
tacts are under way to deter- 
mine the location for the talks." 


'Not Convenient' 


The brief Tass dispatch from 


Hanoi did not say the govern- 
ment there had been officially 
informed of a U.S. rejection of 
Warsaw. 


"White 
House 
spokesman 


George Christian said, accord- 
ing to Western news services, 
that Warsaw is not a convenient 
site for preliminiary contacts 
between the United States and 
the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam," it said. 


The Soviet agency then gave

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Finding a Place to Talk Is No Easy Task 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


officials say the lengthening 
hassle between Washington and 
Hanoi over a site for prelimi- 
nary talks signals the kind of 
difficulties expected when and if 
peace negotiations get under- 
way. 


They noted it has been more 


than a week since the opposing 
sides publicly declared their 
readiness for 
contacts. 
And 


on the record, the maneuvering 
to date has involved only initial 
talks—rather than negotiations 
—aimed only at setting the 
stage 
for an actual peace 


conference. 


The White House objected to 


Warsaw, which the North Viet- 
namese proposed Thursday, on 
the ground the capital of Com- 
munist Poland would not pro- 
vide a neutral, fair setting. 


The North Vietnamese have 


so far refused to accept U.S. 
site suggestions that are known 


to include Geneva, Switzerland; 
Rangoon, 
Burma; Vientiane, 


Laos; New Delhi, India; Jakar- 
ta, Indonesia; Vienna, Austria: 
Berne, Switzerland, and Bonn, 
West Germany/ 


The United-States also-object- 


ed to aHnoi's choice of phnom 
Penh, Cambodia, on grounds 
Washington no longer has diplo- 
matic relations with the neutral 
nation, a situation raising com- 
munications and logistic prob- 
lems. 


Presidential press secretary 


George Christian said the U.S. 
government first learned of 
North Vietnam's proposal to 
meet at Warsaw from reading 
the Soviet news agency Tass— 
and only later received the Ha- 
noi message through 
official 


diplomatic channels. 


The White House spokesman 


warned the Communists against 
treating the search for a site as 


a matter for propagandizing, 
adding: 


"On serious matters of this 


kind it is important to conduct 
talks in a neutral atmosphere 
fair to both sides." 


The United States, he added, 


has not yet received a Hanoi re- 
sportse to U.S. proposals for 
sites in neutral countries. Other 
sources said the Norfli Viet- 
namese, before their Warsaw 
proposition, had previously indi- 
cated they prefer an Asian lo- 
cale and had named Rangoon— 
also deemed acceptable by 
Washington. 


While President Johnson re- 


portedly has not ruled out send- 
ing peace envoy W. Averell Har- 
riman to Warsaw or Phnom 
Penh if the North Vietnamese 
insist, he is said to be pressing 
hard for selection of a neutral 
nation where both sides have 
diplomatic accreditation and fa- 
cilities exist for rapid, private

Sept. 29. Johnson said: "I am 
ready to send a trusted repre- 
sentative of America to any spot 
on this earth to talk in public or 
in private with a spokesman of 
Hanoi." 


In his March 31 announce- 


ment of a "hold-down in U.S. 
bombing of North Vietnam in a 
bid for negotiations, Johnson 
said: "Now, as in the past, the 
U.S. is ready to send its repre- 
sentatives to any forum, any- 
time, to discuss the needs of 
bringing this ugly war to an 
end."

President was not going back on 
his word in balking at Warsaw 
and or Phnom Penh as meeting 
sites, but rather was pursuing 
the U.S. national interest in 
pressing for a "suitable place."

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LBJ, Angered 
By Riots, Signs 
Civil Rights Bill 


America Outraged at Killing of 
King, Aftermath, President Says

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson, voicing outrage at 
the slaying of Dr. Martin Luther 
King and the violence that fol- 
lowed it, has signed an historic 
open-housing bj!l as a federal 
task force girded to enforce the 
new law. 


It is the third landmark civil 


rights bill to become law since 
Johnson 
entered 
the 
White 


House. 


"All America is outraged at 


the assassination" of King, the 
President told a crowd of civi 
rights leaders, Congress mem 
bers and government leaders in 
the East Room of the Whit 
House Thursday. "And America 
is also outraged at the looting 
and burning that defiles our de- 
mocracy 


"We just must put our shoul 


ders together and put a stop t 
both," he said of the violence 
tiiat takes the lives of men like 
King and of the slum riots. 


The signing came one week 


after King's death in Memphis 
Tenn. The President recallec 
that King was among the civi 
rights leaders who met with him 
two years ago to lay the ground 
work for an open-housing bill 
But at that time prospects were 
dim for passage, said Johnson. 


"Now at long last this after 


noon its day has come," the 
President said. 


Mrs. King was invited to at- 


tend the ceremony but could nol 
arrange to be in Washington, 
White House aides said. 


The new law will prohibit dis- 


crimination in 80 per cent of al 
housing sales and rentals by 
1970, but much of it takes effect 
next Jan. 1. 


The law also makes it a feder- 


al crime to use threats or vio- 
lence to interfere with anyone 
seeking to exercise his civi] 
rights and prohibits the crossing 


of state lines with intent to in- 
cite rioting. 


The measure follows up the| 


1964 Civil Rights Act which Con- 
gress sent to Johnson eight 
months after the death of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, another 
assassination 
victim. 
That 


measure opened up all public 
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accommodations to Negroes and 
strengthened their voting rights. 
In 1966 Johnson signed the Vot- 
ing Rights Bill which outlawed 
literacy tests as a requirement 
for voting. 


Enforcement Program 


As Johnson was signing the 


new bill Thursday in a ceremo- 
ny 
nationally 
telecast 
and 


broadcast, the Justice Depart- 
ment's Civil Rights Division 
was assigning a newly formed 
task force to assemble the gov- 
ernment's 
enforcement 
pro- 


gram. 


The task force will operate 


under Stephen J. Pollak, assist- 
ant attorney general for civil 
rights. 


It will search for violations 


and may refer some cases to 
the FBI for further investiga- 
tion, Pollak said in an inter- 
view. 


The act is not expected to sub- 


stantially break up large urban 
Negro slums immediately but 
should 
benefit 
middle-class 


Negroes who can afford to buy 
or rent better -homes but who 
have been excluded* on racia 
grounds.

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Good Friday and Passover 


This is a religious weekend for many 


Americans, in fact for millions of people 
throughout the world. The symbols used in 
the ceremonies, rituals and celebrations 
heighten the sense of tradition and empha- 
size the deeper meanings of the holy days. 


The Jewish Passover, which begins at 


sundown today — Good Friday this year to 
the Christian — commemorates the libera- 
tion of the Israelites from the years of 
Egyptian bondage more than 2,000 years 
ago. The story of Exodus is celebrated in 
the Seder in which symbolic foods are used. 
Matzohs recall the hasty preparations for 
flight, chasoreth, made of pastry, raisins, 
nuts, apples, cinnamon and wine, 
is 


symbolic of the mortar used by the senile 
Israelites in building the Egyptian pyra- 
mids, and bitter herbs are to recall the 


years of bondage. The four cups of wine 
represent the four promises Moses made — 
release from bondage, deliverance from 
servitude, redemption from 
dependence 


upon Egypt, and selection of the Israelites 
as the chosen people. 


During the Christian Holy Week and 


especially on Good Friday, the crosses are 
often draped in black to symbolize the 
mourning for the crucified Christ. Altars 
are bare and stark. But on Easter Day. the 
lilies mean Eternal Life; Easter eggs, even 
finery and beautiful hats are to represent 
new birth, joy and rejoicing. If some of the 
symbols have been adapted from pagan 
rituals, it was only sort of an early form of 
ecumenicalism. 


It is an important v.-eekend for those 


who look deep into their religious doubts, 
convictions and traditions. 


One-Alan, One-Vote Tradition in Wisconsin 


The United States Supreme Court has 


extended its one-man, one-vote rule to all 
local governments in the United States. The 
historic 5-3 decision extends a step taken 
four years ago when the court decided that 
the rule applies to state legislatures. 


In the majority opinion Justice Byron 


White wrote: "A city, town or county may 
no more deny the equal protection of the 
laws than it may abridge freedom of 
speech, establish an official religion, arrest 
without probable cause or deny due process 
of the law." 


Once again we can feel proud to live in 


Wisconsin. 


We had adopted the one-man, one-vote 


rule for our state legislative 
elections 


before the court proclaimed such a doc- 
trine. We have long had such a procedure 
for elections of city, village and town 
officers. Our one loophole was our manner 
of electing county board members, and that 
the 1965 legislature corrected, three years, 
as it turns out, before the Supreme Court 
extended the doctrine to local governmen- 
tal units. 


The Liberalization of Communism 


There's never been much doubt in the 


Western world but that Jan Masaryk was 
murdered by the Communists when they 
announced that he fell from a window in 
Prague twenty years ago. That supposition 
is now being suggested in Czechoslovakia!! 
newspapers along with the new and more 
liberal regime. 


Foreign Minister Masaryk, son of the 


heroic founder of the nation, opposed the 
total' eclipse of his nation by the Russians 
after World War II. After his death anyone 
who might have suggested that his death 
was neither a suicide or accidental was 
picked up by the secret police, charged 
with treason or something or other which 
would keep him out of touch with the public 
for some time. 


Two such people are now being quoted 


in the Prague press. 
Pavel Straka, an 


employee of the Foreign Ministry at the 
time of the incident, says' that he was 
locked in his room and the door wasn't 
opened until after Masaryk's death. A for- 
mer driver with the State Security Police, 
who has not been identified, says he helped 
put the body on a stretcher and noticed that 
only the feet seemed injured and that there 
was no blood. Straka was convicted of 
treason and spent 12 years in prison. The 
other man was imprisoned without expla- 
nation for two years. 


We have yet to see adequately demon- 


strated the moves toward political liberty 
which some observers say are developing in 
some Communist countries. But in the 
Soviet Union, in Romania, Hungary and 
now especially in Czechoslovakia, there does 
seem to have come a realization that the 
more repressive measures of communism 


no longer are acceptable. It has not been 
open revolt that has brought about the 
changes. It has been economic awareness of 
better conditions elsewhere and probably a 
lessening of the ideological fervor which 
swept Communists into power in Russia • 
and later in the Eastern European satel- 
lites. 


Out of the changes comes the need to 


blame someone or something for the 
repressive measures of two or more 
decades ago. The Soviet Union dug up 
Stalin and Khrushchev portrayed him al- 
most as a traitor to the ideals of commu- 
nism and certainly of the Soviet Union. 
Yugoslavia had claimed the same thing sev- 
eral years earlier. Now Czechoslovakia is 
faced with the problem of explaining how 
a Communist regime could be good if it 
murdered the son of the nation's founder. 


Heretics to what the present regime 


considers the true communism undoubted- 
ly will be found. But somewhere along the 
line some national leader will doubt out 
loud that communism was such a good 
thing after all. 


Lenin saw communism as the eventual 


triumph of the toilers of the world over the 
capitalists. He insisted that the need for 
dictatorship and even repressive govern- 
ment would eventually wither away into 
less and less control. In a way that is 
happening today but not at all through the 
overthrow of capitalism. Instead it has been 
the material betterment of peoples under 
capitalism — and the tremendous modifi- 
cations and regulation of capitalism — that 
seems to have brought about the gradual 
changes in the Communist world — even to 
the extent of denouncing former heroes. 


Canada's New Premier 


The election of Pierre Elliott Trudeau 


as leader of Canada's Liberal Party and 
therefore the next. Prime Minister is a 
strong step away from the Quebec separa- 
tists whom President de Gaulle of France 
tried to encourage on his last visit to 
Canada. 


Mr. Trudeau is a French-Canadian but 


as he stressed during the campaign, "I am a 
French Canadian by ethnic origin but I am 
running as a Canadian... .Let this party be 
a model for Canada. It must be united, 
progressive, it must be a just society." 


In his native Quebec Mr. Trudeau ran 


into trouble with fellow French Canadians, 
especially over the narrow concept of 
education held in line in earlier years by 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy. Until 1959 
Quebec was tightly controlled by Premier 
Maurice Duplessis whom Trudeau opposed 
through a liberal publication. Cite Libre. 
Reforms began in the early 1960's but 


Quebec still has a long way to go, especially 
in educational reforms. 


Mr. Trudeau represents the forward- 


thinking Canadian. As Justice Minister he 
sought to abolish capital punishment and 
managed to get a five year moratorium on 
death penalties. He fought for liberalized 
divorce and abortion laws. But all along he 
has insisted that the struggles between 
French 
and English 
Canada must be 


worked out under the system of confedera- 
tion. 


There is always something to be said for 


regionalism and a confederation need not 
mean identical habits or views But the 
separatism which some French Canadians 
have demanded is hardly the answer to the 
problems of Canada and especially of 
Quebec. Mr. Trudeau is moving in the right 
direction and probably can get more 
cooperation from Quebec than an ethnic 
English Canadian.

OFFICES ARE DESIRABLE 


The offices are not as im-

For an 
ambitious man Uke Carley this 
would be more important than 
for Mrs. Swed. Women tend to 
take secondary roles in party 
machinery operations, what- 
ever the literal commitment of 
the rules and the principles of 
political equality toward which 
their male counterparts make 
such careful gestures. 


Carley is not likely to an- 


nounce his own decisions about 
the options open to him until 
after 
the Republican state 


convention here in May, and 
the presentation of the Repub- 
lican-endorsed stateticket.

MIGHT SUPPRESS PRIDE 


In that event, Carley might 


suppress his pride and seek 
the nomination of the Demo- 
crats for lieutenant governor, 
reasoning that if he made a 
respectable campaign effort he 
might be an accepted contend- 
er in 1970, when the more 
valuable four year gubernato- 
rial nominations will begin. 
Chances are that the same 
rationalization is r u n n i n g 
through the mind of Lucey, 
who would like to be on a 
Wisconsin ticket headed by 
Sen. Kennedy. 


Lucey's difficulty, however, 


is that he won't know Kenne- 
dy's fortune until late August, 
after the Democratic national 
convention, or after the statu- 
tory time for filing for state 
office. Moreover, Lucey, dur- 
ing the intervening period, is 
likely to be detoured from 
state organization work by the 
national Kennedy organization.

It 
was one of the first two 
experiments to disprove the 
belief in 'universal chemical 
turnover' that had achieved 
almost the status of a natural 
law prior to such experi- 
ments." 


Laboratories and research 


groups spend tens of millions 
doing what the public thinks is 
"scientific" experimxentation. 
Actually, only a small fraction 
of this sum generally goes into 
basic and t h e o r e t i c a l re- 
search; most of it is put. into 
technology, to find ways of 
manufacturing products made 
feasible by new scientific dis- 
coveries. 


"All you need is one good 


question." This is as true 
today as it was in the time of 
Archimedes or Galileo or New- 
ton. It is the imaginative mind 
of man, harnessed to logic, 
that establishes new frontiers 
in science What comes out of 
the giant laboratories may be 
useful, but is just as likely to 
be trivial, redundant, or lethal.

It is no exaggeration to say

In addition to threats from

break. The obvious explanation 
is their fear that peace talks 
will lead to U.S. withdrawal, 
which could be followed by an 
eventual Communist take-over.

Fear Government Collapse 
What this means is that 


actual peace talks will expose 
the Thieu government to ever 
fiercer pressures from both 
right and left, raising the 
spectre of its possible collapse. 
Since the original purpose of 
U.S. intervention was to protect 
the integrity of South Vietnam's 
government, and block the 
North's effort to subvert it, a 
collapse of the Thieu govern- 
ment would place President 
Johnson in the position of nego- 
tiating with an empty hand. 


But this is by no means the 


strongest ace in Hanoi's hand. 
There is also the melancholy 
lack of consensus within the 
highest echelons of the adminis- 
tration on the specifics of the 
U.S. negotiating position, both 
as to the preliminary talks on a 
bombing cessation and, if these 
are successful, on peace negoti- 
ations themselves. 


This lack of consensus must, 


of course, be removed in time, 
but as of today it is a potent 
factor working for Hanoi. 


A major reason for this lack 


of consensus is the fact that 
virtually no U.S. diplomats ex- 
pected Hanoi to accept the 
President's bid for negotiations 
in his memorable speech of 
March 31. Caught by surprise, 
the U.S. even today is still not 
certain whether, as a condition 
for stopping the bombing, itj 
should insist on Hanoi's public

MACKVILLE — The wind

the barn began to lean forward 
and then topple down in pieces 
dh the ground below. 


This was the flair of excite- 


ment Wilmer Laabs sought and 
found when he left a brewery 
job in southern Wisconsin 18 
years ago. Laab, a bachelor, 
lives in Monterry, Wis., a small 
community ("population 40 with 
the dogs") near Oconomowoc. 


Roams the State 


Today, he roams the state 


dynamiting old silos and trench- 
es for sewer and water con- 
struction projects which involve 
rock. He can credit 200 silos to 
Ms name in a season. When I 
met him Wednesday morning he 


had already chalked up two jobs 
in the Neenah area. 


Laabs is licensed by the State 


Industrial Commission to handle 
explosives. The handlers are 
licensed for a four-year period 
and classified according to the 
service they perform. 


"I like this racket. I'm my 


own boss and in a different spot 
every day somewhat like a 
gypsy," he said. 


He works with contractors on 


a payroll basis so he gets 
insurance coverage. His occu- 
pation is considered too hazard- 
ous and premiums too high for 
individual insurance coverage. 
And yet, when insurance men 
see him on the job they often 
breathe a sigh of relief for their 
own clients. 


Like Tree Project 


Laabs has a technique to his 


work. He likens it to cutting 
down a tree by working sys- 
tematically around the base. "It 
takes about an hour to an hour 
and a half on the average silo. 
It can be done quicker, but if 
you rush the project works 
against you. You just have to 
work steady at it. The average 
silo requires 13 dynamite caps," 
he explained. 


Some contractors dig a trench 


into which to bury the shattered 


silo pieces. This takes some 
advance aiming by the blaster. 
Others use cables or other 
equipment but each develops a 
technique. 


Some farmers had their silos 


removed after discovering they 
were being assessed for flie 
unused facilities, he said. 


Laab's most ambitious job 


was a pair of 94-foot silos on the 
Pabst Farm in Oconomowoc. 
Equipped with rope and cable, 
he scalled the ladder inside the 
feed room at the silo base but 
they were so rusted out they 
sent him swaying.

Tornadoes are not too pre- 


valent in Wisconsin, however/ 
But k n o w n i n g something 
about them will help you a 
great deal when a tornado 
does strike. 


The Weather Bureau issues 


two general types of informa- 
tion about tornadoes — a 
tornado watch and-a tornado 
warning. A tornado watch 
means that a tornado is 
expected to develop. A torna- 
do warning means a tornado 
has actually been sighted and 
you should be on the alert. 


If a tornado has been spot- 


ted, the first rule — as in 
most emergencies — is to 
keep calm. Panic can be 
disastrous. Instead, make cer- 
tain you know exactly what 
steps to take. 


If you're outdoors or in open 


country, move away from the 
tornado's path at a right 
angle. If there's no time, lie 
flat in the nearest ditch or 
ravine. 


At home, the basement is 


your best refuge. Seek shelter 
under a heavy bench or work 
table, but avoid places in the 
basement d i r e c t l y under 
heavy appliances on the floor 
above. 


In h o m e s without base- 


ments, t a k e cover under 
heavy furniture in the center 


part of the house. Keep some 
windows open, curtains drawn 
and bunds lowered, but stay 
away from windows. 


In an office building, school- 


house, or factory, seek shelter 
at the nearest inner hallway 
on the first floor. 


If you are in a mobile 


home, stay out of it, and run 
to the nearest ravine, ditch or 
a nearby strong building. 


If you're out shopping, don't 


seek refuge in parked cars 
and don't stay in stores with a 
large, free-span roof. Hide 
under s t u r d y counters or 
against heavy interior walls. 


Avoid auditoriums, gym- 


nasiums or other public places 
with wide open rooms and 
large, over-spanning r o o f s . 
Your best protection will be hi 
the innermost hallways of the 
building's first floor. 


Remember, when a tornado 


warning is up, keep calm, 
take immediate precautionary 
measures, and don't call the 
Weather Bureau to avoid ty- 
ing up much-needed com- 
munication lines.

On all other types of farms, it

Corn which has been treated 
with aldrin for_soil insect con- 
trol cannot be followed with any 
other dairy or meat animal 
forage crop for two years after 
treatment.

Good 
stands result from careful plan- 
ning and management of soil 
and crop factors. 


Here are some recommenda-

Select suitable land. Alfalfa 


grows best on well drained 
loam, silt loam or clay loam 
soils. Avoid planting on poorly 
drained soils, unless surface 
drainage is provided.

This 
year's season lasted about 
three weeks. 


Most trees produced only 


five gallons of sap. It takes 
about 40 gallons to make a 
gallon of syrup. 


Sugar content of the sap at 


the beginning of the season 
was 3 per cent but fell to 2 
per cent at the end. 


The a b n o r m a l l y warm 


weather shortened the tapping

and prompted the 


trees to bud.

Continue to Leave Parochial Facilities 
Pupil Transfers Strain Public Schools

KAUKAUNA — Only one of 


five Fox Cities area students 
will be enrolled in parochial 
schools in 1975. down nearly 50 
per cent from 1964. if present 
student transfer trends contin- 
ue 


Whether the present move 


away from church-supported in- 
stitutions continues at the same 
pace, and indications are that it 
will, the Fox Valley region is 
"on the brink of a serious 
problem." 


This was revealed in a study 


presented at the Fox Valley 
Council of Governments (COG) 
meeting Wednesday by Gregory 
Killleson, COG associate plan- 
ner, who headed the study of 
the parochial-public enrollment 
trends. 


Kittleson, in a 21-page report, 


said the Fox Valley region "is 
experiencing a parochial to pub- 
lic 
transfer 
trend 
which 
is 


resulting in a measurable and 
significant impact on the public 
school systems." 


Money Problem 


It basically boils down to 


money, Kittleson said of the 
parochial schools' student loss- 
es He added that ideological 
reasons were not predicted in 
the purely objective survey 


The COG study.the first of its 


magnitude in the state, was 
stimulated by concern of educa- 
tors and public officials in the 
Fox Valley and across the state. 
The expected level-off in public 
school enrollment with the end 
of the baby boom era in 1964 
failed to develop, and school 
taxes continued to soar to new 
heights. 


The reason became clearer 


last year when it was learned 
stale estimates of parochial to 
public transfers were several 
thousand students low. 


Statewide, parochial e n r o l l - 


mcnts have dipped from 272,519 


in 1964 to 251,020 in 1967. This 
included an 8 per cent decline 
over the last two years. 


Although COG communities' 


parochial decline since 1964 was 
6 per cent, it becomes a serious 
concern in this heavily popu- 
lated parochial area. The re- 
gion's 
decline also 
indicates 


more consistency over the past 
four years than the state drop, 
which became acute only the 
past two years. 


In any case, the decline is 


steadily reducing the percentage 
of students being educated by 
parochial schools. Conversely, 
the student pressure on the 
public schools is 
increasing, 


bringing new demands for faci- 
lities and personnel. 


Based on the present decline, 


Kitlleson said, there appear to 
be two alternatives — strength- 
en public schools' capabilities or 
strengthen and aid the parochial 
bystems 
to 
slow 
the 
trend, 


enabling public systems to pre- 
pare for the migration. 


The fu-st alternative "would 


entail 
either increased local 


school tax^s or increased state 
and federal aids to public sys- 
tems, or both," the report said 


The second alternative would 


require similar economic de- 
mands but would further entail 
constitutional changes 
on the 


state and federal levels to allow 
aiding parochial schools. Kittle- 
son explained. Parochial sys- 
tems do receive aids for lunch 
programs and transportation.
